Benton Harbor city voters decided Monday they don't want 


cuts in public safely and passed a six-mill operating tax pro- 
posal by nearly 200 votes. 


The millagc carried 916 to 725, losing in Only two precincts 


of the Fourth Ward. Turnout was about 30 percent of the city's 
5,500 registration. 
The same issue was beaten by I2t votes in February when 
it carried only three of 10 precincts and 25 percent ot the regis- 
tration voted. 


"This means so much to tile City of Benton H arbor," said 


Mayor Wilbcrt Smith. "The people realized how serious the 
situation is and responded to the need."

southwest Michigan area for the second time in as 
many years, meaning certain death for more than 2,500 
animals and threatening the state's $42 million swine 
industry.

The police department ranks would have been cut by 14 if 


the millage failed. The department currently is authorized for 
51 sworn personnel, but has four vacancies which probably 
can't be filled for several months because of mandatory 
training requirements.

It got the most 
votes al Senior high and Sterne Brunson school, both of 
which failed to cany it in February.

The millage is no panacea for Benlon Harbor fiscal and

The six-mill increase will raise about $400,000 in the up- 


coming fiscal year. It guarantees wage increases to all em- 
ployes, The six mills will run for 10 years. 


An election was brought on by an arbitration board ruling 


to raise pay of policemen 8 per cent July 1, 1971, and another 
8 per cent Jan. 1, 1972. The city commission said the raises 
should go to all employes to avoid further arbitration and 
strikes, but without more money police and firemen would 
have to be laid off because other departments had been cut 
previously. 


Coupled with a four-mill hike last year, the six mills boost 


the city's total operating levy to the legal limit of 20 mills. 
Seven other mills are levied for trash and garbage collection, 
permanent 
public improvement, urban renewal bonds, li- 


brary and pension funds.

lotion, says she gets hundreds of 
letters from drivel's who say they 
think her billboards are beau- 
tiful. One man wrote that he 
stays awake during night driving

billboards. But even women write 
to her; one 
said 
that 
the 


billboards inspired her to diet 
and thus saved her marriage. 


Sharon suggests there should 


be a rating system for billboards, 
similar to the one that classifies 
movies. 
An 
"X" 
rating 
for 


example, 
would mean that a 


billboard was truly unsightly and . 
should be banned. 


Sharon has help from a sym- 


pathetic quarter in New York. 
An artist named Linda Charles- 
ton 
is pioneering the 
use of 


billboards for the display of fine 
art. "Why should advertising get 
all the best space?" asks she, 
plunking down $1,800 to have one 
(if 
her 
paintings enlarged 
to 


billboard sir.e, plus $250 a month 


rental fee, for the edification of 
motorists on Manhattan's West 
Side Highway. 


There's also some counter ac- 


tion in Southeastern Michigan, 
where 
night-raiding vigilantes 


have sawed down 81 billboards 
illegally in the past two months. 
Owners have retaliated by erect- 
ing new signs with steel supports 
instead of wood. 


"Let's see them cut down steel 


poles," says Joseph Jones, mana- 
ger of a Lansing advertising 
firm.

But there's a better way. Six

marks" is common in burglary 
insurance.

may provide coverage even for 
an unlocked car, provided it is 
not left "unattended." In one 
case, a TV set was stolen from 
an unlocked car, which 
the 


owner had left at the curb for 
only about five minutes. 
VISIBLE MARKS 


Trying later to collect insur- 


ance, he argued that this was 
loo brief a time to make the car 
"unattended." 
But 
again, 
a 


court denied the claim. The 
court said even five minutes of 
opportunity is enough to tempt 
a thief. 


Similar problems of interpre- 


tation may arise in the burglary 
of a building. One case involved 
the picking of a lock 
on a 


grocery store. To meet 
the 


requirement of "visible marks," 
the grocer 
pointed 
out 
that 


scratches on the lock, made by 
burglar's tools, could be seen 
microscopically. 


Were such marks "visible"?

indeed, nnd made the insurance 
company pay for the loss. The 
judge said "visible" meant able 
to be seen rather than actually 
seen. The microscope, he said, 
merely made clearer what was 
already there.

threat. An added outside rail in 
addition to the inner rail is an 
excellent investment in safety. 


4) Toys scattered on the floor 


present additional possibilities 
for slipping and injury. 


5) Slippery streets and broken 


pavements add to the danger of 
falling.

Many overnight visitors wake

It costs you nothing to finesse 


the diamond at trick one, for if 
it loses you will be able to park 
one of your clubs on the ace.

He was with 
the Russo-Iialtic Railroad Car 
Works through World War I as 
the

He not only built, but also

airplane and designed and built 
75 large four motored bombers 
used by the Russian Army. 


While in Franco, at the invita- 


tion of the French government 
he was working on the building 
of the Sikorsky plane for mili- 
tary use, but the Armistice cut 
the project short. 


He came to the United States 


at the end of the war 
and 


bee. me a naturalized citizen in 
1928 . 


He developed several different 


types of planes, among them 
the first successful, long range 
clippers, which pioneered trans- 
oceanic air service.

or trophy that aviation has to 
hand out.
